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The other day my five year old 
and I were out for a walk. The 
book says you should do this to 
give a child companionship, but I 
do it because I like to go for walks 
and he just tags along.

The boy 
kept challenging their boldness un­ 
til one squirrel scampered up a 
tree and darted into a hole in a 
limb. 
This created a new interest for 
us and after awhile the squirrel’s 
face appeared at the hole as she 
peered about hastily before ventur­ 
ing out on the tree. It became a 
great sport because every time she 
came out the boy could scare her 
back in. It was something like 
hide-and-seek. 
Meanwhile I was philosophyzing 
about the facts of squirrel life and

wondering if there were already 
some young ones up inside that 
limb. And I was wondering what 
the squirrels thought of us. At least, 
I thought to myself about the boy’s 
somewhat cruel sport, the sq u ire s 
won’t say its because he’s a psy­ 
chiatrist’s son. 
Finally it grew dark and we both 
knew it was time to finish our 
walk. As we turned to go, the boy’s 
only comment about the adventure 
was, “Hmmmm, they don’t get to 
close no door, do they?”

I had it all figured 
out that when he looks at pictures 
of South Sea islanders entering and 
leaving their huts without any 
doors he won’t think “Oh, those 
poor uncivilized people without any 
modern conveniences, not even a 
screen door”. 
My sophisticated 
youngest, I thought to myself, will 
draw upon his sociological memory 
and say "Hmmm, those lucky 
people are as free as the squirrels 
in the woods; they don’t have to 
bother with heavy doors that stick 
and are hard to reach!” 
I guess what started this whole 
thing going in my mind like this 
was something that had happened 
earlier that day. For one thing I 
was reflecting on the chronic short­ 
age of nurses, a fact that all of 
us in the medical field think about 
quite often. I was comparing that 
with the fact that negro candidates 
have a harder time getting trained 
than white girls of equal ability 
and in many places cannot get a 
job when they graduate. 
I guess that did not have any­ 
thing to do with doors, but perhaps 
it did have something to do with a 
five year old’s kind of simple logic. 
I am not much in favor of having 
tonsils taken out, but if my boy had 
to be in a hospital I am sure he 
would accept food and comfort 
from anyone who offered him a 
friendly smile.

Under the order, the company 
may not represent that its devices 
will cure other conditions such as 
backache, contraction of the muscl­ 
es, weariness or fatigue, spinal ir­ 
ritation, spinal weakness, inflamed 
spine or injury to the spine. 
In addition, the order prohibits 
unqualified claims that the devices 
constitute a competent or effective 
treatment 
for these conditions. 
Such representations must be lim­ 
ited to cases where: 
(1) the particular condition or 
symptom has been disclosed by a 
competent physician as one requir­ 
ing the wearing of a support; 
(2) the type of support sold by 
Burt is recommended by the phy­ 
sician; 
(3) 
the proper measurements 
have been made by Burt, the phy­ 
sician or some other properly qual 
ified persons; and 
(4) the support is used in con­ 
junction with other necessary treat­ 
ment measures as prescribed by 
the physician. 
Other claims forbidden are to 
the effect that the use of Burt’s 
devices will cure or will be of any 
significant value in the treatment 
of extreme sensitiveness of the 
skin, sensations of uneasiness, ting­ 
ling, girdle pains, itching, head­ 
ache, sleeplessness or loss of sleep, 
melancholy, spine sensitive to pres 
sure, feeling of irritation, muscular 
weakness, fidgets, sudden starts, 
cramps in the legs or abdomen, 
sensations of heat and cold, skin 
flushed and hot, clammy sweats, 
worry, indigestion, loss of appetite, 
outbursts of temper, forgetfulness, 
or distaste for either work or 
society. 
The Commission noted that the 
company’s business is “small,” its 
annual gross sales amounting to 
approximately $30,000. The Com­ 
mission ,said, however, that 
“in cases of this type the extent 
of public interest is not controlled 
entirely by the total sales of the 
company involved. This respon­ 
dent has made claims for per­ 
manent relief of serious back dis­ 
eases and disorders by the use olr 
a device which, if used without 
proper diagnosis, fitting 
and 
other more basic treatment mea­ 
sures, could make the condition 
worse. The public interest in such 
matters is great even though the 
gross sales are comparatively 
small.” 
The Commission likewise took 
note of the company’s request for 
informal settlement of the case but 


rejected it on the ground that the 
company had not complied with a 
1937 stipulation in which it had 
agreed to stop misrepresenting its 
devices. 
‘Under 
these 
circumstances,” 
the decision states, “the Commis­ 
sion believes that this formal pro­ 
ceeding is required in the public 
interest.”

Salmon Coming Down? 
The Federal Trade Commission 
has announced its approval of a 
consent order terminating a com­ 
bination in restrain of trade in the 
multi-million dollar Alaska salmon 
industry. The consent oi^er was 
supported 
by forty-one canning 
companies, their trade association, 
the Alaska Salmon Industry, Inc., 
and eight unions of fishermen. 
Members of this association can 
or do pack over half the salmon in 
Alaska canneries, and price fixing 
is carried out through the help of 
the union. The order forbids agree­ 
ments on minimum prices, either 
in purchasing the fish or for can­ 
ning them. 
Salmon fishing and canning com­ 
prise the territory’s largest indus­ 
try, which in turn is an important 
factor in the economy of this na­ 
tion. The capital investment in 
Alaska salmon fisheries is one hun­

Up Will Go Your Gas bill if a 
recent ruling of the Federal Power 
Commission is extended to all pipe 
lines, and if an appeal doesn’t re­ 
sult with successful results. The 
FPC in the case of the Panhandle 
Eastern Pipe Line Co. changed the 
rate base it had used since the 
1939 Natural Gas Act was enacted. 
Tile change granted the Company 
an annual rate increase of over 
twelve million dollars. You know 
who will pay that! 
Though the cost of development 
always has been used and repeated­ 
ly has been upheld by the Supreme 
Court, the FPC now has allowed 
the use of what is called the “fair 
field” value of reserves. If this 
now is applied in other cases it 
won’t take long for the hike to get 
around to the sixty million natural 
gas consumers. 
The method has been stoutly de­ 
nounced as wholly unjustified by 
Claude Draper, one member of the 
commission who is an authority on 
regulatory problems.

Yet Mr. Draper has 
been on the commission since 1930, 
when he was appointed by Herbert 
Hoover.

Three-fourths of the land was 
farmed by comparative newcom­ 
ers. They paid high prices for land 
because they could get it back in a 
hurry. They had little respect for 
soil. They were after the buck. 
Now we are back there again 
with a dust bowl and a problem. 
Again the government is stepping 
in and instead of a million acres 
they are talking of turning six to 
eight million acres to grass. And 
another campaign will be needed 
to urge the people to protect our 
national heritage ..............the soil, 
which feeds us.

The service committee provides 
sick room equipment for cancer 
patients who are being cared for 
at home. There is no charge. Equip­ 
ment includes beds, wheel chairs, 
cane, crutches, and items of com­ 
fort for the patients. 
There also are sterilized dress­ 
ings, ambulance transportation for 
treatm ent purposes, and sedation 
is offered if recommendation is re­ 


ceived from a doctor. 
The committee has been greatly 
helped by such groups as the Bus­ 
iness and 
Professional Women’s 
Club which holds meetings for the 
purpose of making dressings. These 
are sterilized at no cost by the 
Warren General hospital. 
Disposable pads in large numbers 
have been made and donated by 
the women’s sewing group of the 
First Presbyterian church, and the 
Jo Slatry Study Club of the Catho­ 
lic church. 
These services may be obtained 
by calling Warren 2107, or by visit­ 
ing the office, which is located on 
the second floor of the Warren 
Service Center, 404 Market st.

Washington And You 
By M argaret Chase Smith 


WASHINGTON. - More 
than 
seven months ago I warned of the 
impending crisis in Indo-China. I 
tried then to present the facts to 
the American people as I knew 
them and from time to time since 
then. 
Several weeks ago, through my 
questioning 
General 
Nathan 
F. 
Twining, Air Force Chief of Staff, 
at a committee hearing brought 
out the fact that the Air Force had 
sent 
technicians 
to 
Indo-China 
That led to other facts being given 
to the American people about the 
extent tand degree of our aid to 
the French and Viet Nam forces 
in Indo-China. 
Surely, it is only good sense that 
one of the best ways to meet our 
national and international problems 
is to give the American people the 
facts. The crux of the Indo-China 
problem for us is this: the more 
we increase our aid to the French 
and Viet Nam forces who are re­ 
sisting the attacks of the Commu­ 
nist Viet Minh (and, we suspect, 
the Communist Chinese), who are 
directed by the Russian Commu­ 
nists from the Kremlin, the greater 
the risk that we may get involved 
in that war. 


Yet, on the other hand, if we 
merely sit by and give no aid to 
those forces who are resisting the 
Communists in Indochina, then it 
is almost certain that the Reds 
will take over in Southeast Asia 
We must not let Indo-China fall 
to the Communists. We must not 
throw up our hands in despair. We 
should give the anti-Communist for­ 
ces in Indo-China as much aid in 
materials and supplies as we can 
so that French and Viet Nam Sol­ 
diers will have the arm am ents with 
which to fight. This keeps our own 
military 
manpower 
from 
being 
drained off in attrition of warfare 
in the jungles of Indo-China while 
the Reds in the Kremlin watch in 
vulturelike fashion as they save 
their own Russian manpower. 
If the manpower of the French 
and the Viet Nam is not sufficient 
to man a winning defense for Indo­ 
china, then I believe we shoulc 
use the Nationalist China forces of 
Chiang Kai-shek who are now on 
the island of Formosa being fed 
and supplied with American dol­ 
lars. Chiang has offered his troops 
in the past for the defense of free­ 
dom in Asia. And in term s of psy­ 
chological warfare it is surely bet­ 
ter to have Nationalist China sol­ 
diers participating in the defense 
of Indo-China than to have Ameri 
can soldiers bearing the brunt. 
Since the only really basic anc 
legitimate issue of the people of 
Indo-China against France is that 
of the colonialism they hate, I be­ 
lieve that France should promise 
the Associated 
States of Laos, 
Cambrodia and Viet Nam their ful 
independence, and as soon as pos­ 
sible shoud give it to them. 


If France were to do this, then 
psychologically the rug would be 
pulled from under the Communist 
forces, whose only attraction at all 
to some of {he people of Indo­ 
china is the phony Communist cry 
that they will abolish colonialism. 
France can take the initiative. And 
surely 
it would 
be 
better for 
France to give Indo-China indepen­ 
dence and remove colonialism than 
than it would be for France to give 
up and pull out of Indo-China and 
surrender that area to the Reds.

McCarthy Exposes McCarthy 
WASHINGTON — Outstanding a- 
mong impressions of the Senator 
Joe McCarthy-Army investigation 
is the revelation in dramatic form, 
day by day, so that all now can 
see, of the powerful and dangerous 
figure the Senator from Wisconsin 
had become. 
The past tense - “had” — is 
used purposely, even if premature­ 
ly. For it no longer seems risky to 
forecast that his influence is likely 
to diminish henceforth. This is be­ 
cause of the current television per­ 
formance 
before 
the 
American 
people - and that is as much due 
to self-revelation as through testi­ 
mony of others about his activities 
and those of his staff. 
It must be frightening to the 
American people, and make them 
shudder in backward glance, to see 
how this one man, recklessly ex­ 
ploiting the power that the voters 
of one state conferred upon him, 
had cowed the top civilian and 
military command of the Depart­ 
ment of the Army. 
It is unfortunate that we had to 
learn the hard way - that is, by 
washing all the dirty linen in pub­ 
lic. It has been disillusioning, in­ 
deed, to learn in minute detail, in 
incident after incident, how the 
Army, from the Secretary on down, 
devoted hours and hours to try to 
please the Senator and his counsel, 
Roy Cohn. It becomes ridiculous 
because of the picayunish nature 
of the mission assigned by Messrs. 
McCarthy and Cohn - first, to find 


some way to keep a wealthy young 
man on the Senator’s staff from the 
draft, and, second, after he finally 
went into the Army, to have him 
showered with special privileges. 
But Private G. David Schine - 
as he now is - has unwittingly 
done his country and its people a 
service by becoming a symbol, in 
perhaps the most absurd way pos­ 
sible, of the extremities to which 
Senator McCarthy was willing to 
go to show his power. 
Kowtowing to his whim casts no 
glory on the Army, rather the con 
trary. Disinterested observers can 
see 
that 
plainly. 
Whether 
the 
Senate investigating committee wil 
eventually comment critically in 
its report is, of course, uncertain 
Senators expect government de 
partments, including that of the 
Army, to accede to their requests 
and wishes. That is normal. In this 
case the Army did go far, very 
far, jumping quickly when the 
voice of the Wisconsin Senator 
came on at the other end of the 
line, or even that of one of his 
stooges. Senators would not want to 
discourage the normal obsequious 
ness, if not always expecting the 
McCarthy treatment. 
As for the Army, it is taught 
always to be polite and say “Yes 
sir,” to Congress and all of its 
members, no matter how rude anc 
uncouth the member may be. This 
is for a simple reason — Congress 
votes the money. It might be point­ 
ed out, too, that we have in the 
White House now an Army career 
man who grew up in the be-nice-to- 
Congress tradition. 
Finally, however, that President

of the public is appreciative. So, 
roo, did other Senators on the Mc­ 
Carthy 
investigating 
committee 
stiffen their spines. They no longer 
sit supinely by, as most of them 
did in months past when Senator 
McCarthy was making a circus out 
of the decencies and individual 
rights. Firmly, 
but courteously, 
they are insisting that the Senator 
stick to his role of cross-examiner, 
cutting off his attempts at stump 
speeches. 
Perhaps the best job being done 
on Senator McCarthy now is that 
being done by Senator McCarthy. 


He is being himself, and a view of 
that day after day on television 
should, in time, fully reveal him to 
the public at large as he is known 
by those who have watched him 
here. 
The bully in the Senator comes 
out plainly as he tries to take over 
an investigation in which he is, 
himself, on trial, and as he inter­ 
rupts constantly with silly “points 
of order” to get into the act. The 
sly trickster in him, so well known 
here, comes out as he seeks to 
divert the testimony from the issue 
and as he smugly resorts to in­ 
nuendoes and half-truths to cast 
suspicion. How his tactics have 


become stamped with his own 
trade mark was no better exempli­ 
fied than by the snickers that ran 
through the audience in the hearing 
room when he objected solemnly 
to “hearsay evidence.” 
Seeing the “McCarthy entour­ 
age” on television is illuminating, 
and so is finding out more about 
their activities. Such, for example, 
as the boast of Roy Cohn, as quoted 
by Secretary of Army Stevens, that 
“I have access to FBI files when 
I want them”. The committee - 
and the public - is going to want to 
know if he was speaking truthfully 
$iere, for that is strictly forbidden.

rooms, 
and 
many 
schools are availing themselves of 
psychiatry. We hasten to add that 
the psychiatrist’s services not al­ 
ways are needed for the backward.

In fact we 
seem to have no idea what to do 
with him except either to let him 
move ahead as quickly as possible, 
or deliberately to hold him back so 
that he will be associated with 
those closer to his own age group.
